(3) The amended paragraph beginning at page 83, line 3, 
merely deletes the text "mm" in the phrase "14 mm" and adds the 
text — r m — without using the proper markings to indicate 
deletion of "mm" and addition of — r m — . 
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(4) The amended Table 1, in example 3, under the column 
labeled G' (180°C), merely adds the term — 10 3 — without using 
the proper markings to indicate its addition. 

(5) The amended Table 1, in example 4, under the column 
labeled "Particles with SF-1 of 150 or more," merely deletes the 
entry "8.8" in the originally filed table and inserts the entry 
— 808 — without using the proper markings to show deletion of 
subject matter and to show addition of added subject matter. 

Applicants have improperly amended the paragraphs discussed 
in items (1) to (5) above.
